The 
rebels havo erected some other works in 
support of those, and have cl<weil the chan- 
nel, it is said, with a scries of piles, leav- 
ing only ti narrow passage open, which is 
commanded by their guns.

tented further by 'Dog Iliver ISai', which 
hna but eleven ie<!t of water, and prevents 
any except light-draft vessels Irom ap- 
proaching Mobile itself. If, however, Ad- 
miral .Famigut passes the outer forts, and 
gets command of the bay, a small force 
will be sufficient to reduce the city, which 
at lost accounts wns guarded only by tho 
remnant of local militia loft by tho rebel 
flonscription. 


It remains to be scon what effect this 


movement of Favragut's will havo on 
Hood, who will not relish such a lire in 
tho rear. If Mobile falls, wo hove gun- 
boats which can steam up tho Alabama 
and Tombigbeo, and fatally interfere with 
Hood's retreat, and his supplies.

M,o-bile Byy, the ibl- 
lowin"1 from the Evening Post will be reac 
with interest: 


Admiral ITarragut has eight irpn-clads, 


two ol'theoi Cttrrying t\vp tnvrcts cuch 
and twenty-four \vowiua steamers of dit- 
forent classes—in all a fleet of thirty-two 
ships, currying.two hundred and thirty- 
or.o "uns, a largo proportion of tlicso bo 
ins of tho heaviest calibre ever used, at 
sea, such as two hundred and thveo him 
drod-pounders. 


This is pi'obably tho largest American 


fleet ever gathered for a single operation 
it contains, however, a number of smal 
vessels of light draft and fuw guns, •vvliic! 
cm scarcely have an importact share in 
the bombardment

eighteen feet of water, but the city is pro- 
tected further by 'Dog lliver Bar, which 
lias but eleven i'eet of water, and prevents 
any except light-draft vessels tvom ap- 
proaching Mobile itself.' If, however, Ad- 
miral Farragut passes the outer forts, and 
"ets command of the bay, a small force 
will be sufficient to reduce- the city, which 
at last accounts was guarded only by tho 
remnant of local militia left by the rebel 
conscription. 


It remains to bo seen what cflect this 


movement of Favragut's will have on 
Hood, -who will not relish such a lire in 
the rear. If Mobile falls, we have gun- 
boats which can steam up tho Alabama 
and Tombifjbeo, and fatally interfere with 
Hood's retreat, and his supplies.
